A Message From The Headmaster 


Ridley has opened for its 94th 
year with the largest enrolment in 
Upper School in its history — 367 
Lower School is down a bit from its 
all-time high of last year, but still 
healthy with 85 boarders and 58 
day students. The students 
returned on a sunny September 
12th to see a myriad of renovation 
and|construction projects just com- 
pleted after a whirlwind summer 
of refurbishing. The first floor of 
School House was renovated with a 
new Admissions Office and inter- 
view room to the left of the main 
door, and a redone Headmaster’s 
Office on the right. The academic 
administration is now coalesced on 
the north side of the main corridor 
with the Directors of Academics 
and Guidance juxtaposed, and a 
new PET Computer and Word 
Processor between them. The 
Great Hall has had the balcony 
redone to accommodate five dining 
tables, with graceful stairs on each 
side matching the oak of the Hall's 
panelling. As part of the ongoing 
energy conservation programme, 
four large ceiling fans were also 
placed in the Great Hall. One 
hundred thousand dollars was 
spent in the second stage of the 
renovation of Merritt House, with 
the first flat south dormitory 
redone into a beautiful library; the 
third flat student rooms were all 
refurbished with new electrical 
service and double glazing of the 
windows. A new athletic field has 
been constructed in the vacant 
northwest quadrant of the School 
property next to Louth Street; 
when it comes into service next 
fall, we will be able to address 
drainage problems on an A Squad 
which is in need of recrowning. 
Lower School shared in the 
renovating frenzy, with two dorms

floor were some of the completed projects. This 
was formerly the New Boy Dorm. 
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being converted to two or four-man 
cubicles for Grade 9's, all of whom 
are currently in Lower School and 
overdue for some greater privacy 
and individuality of quartering. 

Ridley was sorry to lose 
hockey coach and history- 
geography teacher Dennis Hull in 
June (to become Athletic Director 
of the Illinois Institute of 
Technology in Chicago) and Ian 
Burgess, Chairman of the English 
Department who resigned in late 
July to assume the position of the 
principal of the high school divi- 
sion of the Toronto French School. 
We have not fully replaced either 
of these fine men, but we have two 
new full-time teachers, and a cou- 
ple of part-timers, along with two 
interns just out of university. The 
regular faculty joining us are Gero 
Reinitzer in Science and Math, who 
comes to us with his Canadian 
wife, Bonnie, from Graz, Austria; 
and, Emmett O'Neill in history and 
economics, from Runnymeade 
Collegiate in Scarborough. 

The School year has begun 
with a slightly altered timetable 
allowing us to retain our ‘'formal’’ 
non-cafeteria style noon time meal,

while adding a Tutorial Period at 
the end of the class day, and 
starting athletics a bit earlier. This 
is in response to the recommenda- 
tion of the PACE Committee of 
Jast year. We also inaugurated a 
pre-opening of school orientation 
workshop for School and House 
Prefects, as an attempt to pay 
more than lip service to Ridley’s 
traditional ‘‘training for 
leadership" role. More is being ex- 
pected of the House Prefects this 
year, as in our larger school with 
seven different Houses, it takes 
more than nine or ten School 
Prefects to lead the student body 
effectively. Currently, a new com- 
mittee is examing the ramifications 
of our move next year to expand 
female membership in Ridley to 
Grade 10, and increase the number 
of girls to over 100. We are also 
considering the possibility of in- 
stituting an academic summer ses- 
sion to run in conjunction with 
Sports Ridley. 

Meanwhile the New Boys still 
serve their time in the Old Boy 
system, the morning mist rises off 
A Squad, the harriers slop through 
the clinging, muddy clay, and we 
all are grateful for the support of 
the Ridley Family — graphically 
attested to in this Fund Newsletter 
edition of Tiger. While the Fund 
itself fell slightly below the goal, it 
is important to note that with 
Special Gifts, Capital Gifts, 
Scholarships and Womens’ Guild 
contributions, support for Ridley 
College from all of you was over 
the quarter-million mark — a 
remarkable achievement in these 
economic times, and a testament 
to your loyalty and faith in Ridley. 
We will do our best this year to live 
up to it!
